No Court could 
have charged a jury in this particular

Life—Disaster Occurred In Dense 


Fog. 
Norfolk, Va. Jan. 31— Forty-eight 


persons lost their lives in the icy wa- 
ters of the Atlantic when the Old Do- 
minion liner Monroe, from Norfolk lor 
New York, was rammed 
amidship, 


overturned and sunk within ten min- 
utes, twenty-five miles southeast of 
Hog Island, by the Merchants' and 
Miners' liner Nantueket, bound from 
Boston to Nonolk. 
The tortv-eight persons lost com- 


prised twenty-three 
passengers and 


tw^ntj-nve members of the crew, ac- 
i-ordiiig to official wireless reports to 
the CM Dominion line. 


Thirty passengers and fifty-five ol 


the orew were saved, making the list 
of those rescued eighty-five, who were 
brought to Norfolk by the badly dam- 
aged Nantucket. 


Captain Johnson and all his officers 


except one were among those saved. 
Among the lost was Second Officer 
Gately. 
Captain Johnson was found in the 


water clutching a piece of wreckage. 
He was nearly exhausted when picked 
up by a lifeboat. 


\Vheii the Monroe sank she disap- 


peared completely, with no vestige of 
her rigging above the water. 
Only 


scattered wreckage marked the ves- 
sel's grave. 


Among the rescued passengers ia 


Jatues O'Connell, vice president of the 
American Federation of Labor. 


The eighty-five survivors picked up 


from the sea and huddled on the Nan- 
tucket, which, with

near the Winter 


Quarter Shoal lightship.

The Monroe w.Mit 
down so quickly that there was little 
time, for launching boats and the only 
ones -saved were those picked up at 
once by the Nantucket. 


Those lost had scarcely a chance to 


realize that ,leath was upon them bo- 
fore they were struggling in the l'oa 
The doomed passengers of the M- n- 
roe, last asleep in their cabins when 
tlie two vessels came together, went 
dmvu to death with only time for a. 
shriek ot despair. 


Only those kept awake by the snort- 


Ing birens that were wailing their use- 
less warnings tnrough the fog knew 
when the vessels struck. The rost, 
thrown from their berths by the force 
of the collision, heavy with sleep, Had 
scarcely time to struggle to the dork 
of the sinking vessel before they were 
plunged into the water.

He is in 
a serious condition, but will recover, 
according to Dr. Griffith, who is watch- 
ing his condition. He is injured for 
life.The case parallels in many respects 
the famous Cudahy case in Omaha, 
Neb., when the wealthy meat pas ker 
wielded a Unite on an intruder in his 
home. 


One of the remarkable feature; of 


this most unusual case is that Dr. 
Griffith is about fifty years old, his, 
wife about fort*-five and Rohertson Is, 
said to be fifty-five.

twenty-four treaties in all. 


These treaties have been pending

This Is the first affirmative step 


taken as a result of the White House 
conference las=t Monday night, when 
;he president and the committee dis- 
cussed the many foreign complications 
confronting the United States and the 
president told the committe of the ad- 
ministration's \iews to bring a settle- 
ment oi these various questions, par- 
ticularly 
the Panama 
canal tolls 


question with Great Britain and the 
dispute with Japan arising out of the 
California anti alien land legislation. 


The vote in favor of ratifying the 


treaties was 11 to 2, with four sena- 
tors absent. Senator O'Gorman, Dem- 
ocrat, of New York, and William Al- 
den Smith, Republican, of Michigan, 
voted in the negative. 


Affirmative \otes were cast by Sen- 


ators 
Bacon, Stone, Shively, Hitch- 


cock, Williams, Swanson, Pomerene 
and Smith, of Arizona, Democrats; 
Lodge, Root and McCumber, Republi- 
cans; Clarke, of Arkansas, 
Borah, 


Sutherland and Burton .had sent word 
that they favored ratification of the 
treaties. 


The treaty with France was renew-

been held up because some feared its 
ratification might force arbitration at 
The Hague of the Panama canal tolls 
controversy.

treaty. Congress may settle the dis
